site has been launched so that res-
idents can more easily obtain in-
formation, applications and
contacts in the Village.
® Phase 1 of the renovation of Vil-
lage Hall was completed. It is the
intention of this Board to ensure
that this building will be our Com-
munity Center for years to come.
¢ Our business community is
buzzing with the addition of two
new restaurants on Sea Chff Av-
enue,
¢ We have begun a complete re-
codification of our Code Book
which has taken countless hours
of thoughtfid work.
* The Village’s relationships with
our neighboring communities, the
Town of Oyster Bay, Nassau
County, New York State and our
Federal elected officials, has never
been stronger. As most of you are
aware, I met with Governor
Cuomo several weeks back and I
share the Governor’s vision for a
stronger and sustainable Empire
State. Along with former Trustee
Phil Como, I spent a couple of
hours recently with US Congress-
man Steve Israel, who through re-
districting, is likely to become our
representative. We surveyed the
Village, our buildings and parks,
and I believe he will serve us well.
* We survived Hurricane Irene
this past August and as is typical
in Sea Cliff, trouble brought us
closer together as a community.
While the upcoming year will
present challenges, the outlook for
the Village is excellent. We held
our budget hearing for fiscal year
2012-2013 on April 9 and despite
incredible increases in health cave,

pension and insurance costs, my
proposed budget actually reduces
spending. Despite a reduction in
overall spending, there is also are-
duction in other revenues so we
are locking at a tax increase in the
neighborhood of 1.6%.

While it is not solely a Sea Cliff
issue, the proposed closing of the
Glenwood LIPA plant eould have
some significant impact on our
residents. We are working closely
with the school district and our
gtate officials to try to minimize
the financial impact of such a
drastic action.

We intend to move on to Phase
2 of the renovation of Village Hall
and are continuing to seek alter-
native funding sources for this
project. We are also investigating
funding sources for a much
needed major renovation to the
children’s library.

This summer we expect to hold
public meetings in regard to re-
codification of the entire Village
code and look forward to public
input once a dratt is prepared.

I would like to take this oppor-
tunity to thank the Board of
Trustees, all the appointed Board
Members, the entire Village staff,
the countless committees and vol-
unteers, our thriving Arts com-
munity and all the residents who
work 0 hard and selflessly to as-
sure the quality of life we have
come to enjoy.

Sea Cliff continues to be the
shining star of the North Shore.

Pool Safety Changes

New Laws That Affect Your
Pools

Since we are always con-
cerned with safety in the Vil-
lage, we are providing a
summary of the latest pool
safety requirements as pub-
lished in the New York State
Building Code. If Village resi-
dents wish to discuss any items
in detail, they can contact the
Building Superintendent at
Village Hall.
Pool Alarms o

* Every swimming pool that
is installed, constructed or sub-
stantially modified after De-
cember 14, 2006 must be
equipped with an approved
peol alarm which:

Is capable of giving an audi-
ble alarm when it detects a
child entering the water;

Is audible poolside and at an-
other location on the premises;

Is not an alarm device which
is located on person(s} or which
is dependent on device(s) located
on person(s} for its proper oper-
ation.

A pool alarm must be capable
of detecting entry into the water
at any point on the surface of the
swimming pool. If necessary to
provide detection capability at
every point on the surface of the
swimming pool, more than one
pool alarm must be installed.
Pool alarms are not re-
quired in: ‘

* A hot tub or spa equipped
with a safety cover or any
swimming pool (other than a
hot tub or spa) equipped with
an automatic power safety
cover.

Pool Barriers (Fences)
Barriers for all pools must be at
least 4 feet (48 inches) high.

In addition to these require-
ments, there are detailed pool
safety requirements to which
you or your contractor must ad-
here during a pool installation.
Be sure to consult with the Vil-
lage Superintendent of Build-
ings as you plan and build jour
pool project.

These safety requirements
under New York State Building
Code are to provide for the life
safety, health and welfare of its
residents. The building depart-
ment of the Village of Sea Cliff
hopes that this information is
helpful to its residents.

Hempstead Harbor
Protection Committee
Receives EPA 2012
Environmental Quality
Award

On April 27th, the U.S. Envi-

ronmental Protection Agency
honored the Hempstead Har-
bor Protection Committee
(HHPC) by presenting the or-
ganization with a 2012 Envi-
ronmental Quality Award for
its efforts in achieving the high-
est standard for water quality
and re-opening 2,500 acres to
shellfish harvesting for the first
time in over 40 years.
Bill Clemency, Chair of the
HHPC, accepted the award at
the EPA’s headquarters in
Lower Manhattan along with
Sea Cliff Mayor Bruce
Kennedy, HHPC Executive Di-
rector Eric Swenson, and Coali-
tion to Save Hempstead Harbor
Board Member Kay Bromberg.
Mr. Clemency stated, “When
the nine local governments
that make up the HHPC came
together as a commiftee 17
years ago, we all hoped that
one day we would see shell fish-
ing again in Hempstead Har-
bor. Many of us felt that this
was a distant dream — that
maybe we would see it in our
lifetime but there were so many
obstacles that had to be tackled
first. This achievement shows
that things can change and
will, as long as there is a vision
and everyone is willing to work
together toward that goal.”

Eric Swenson added: “We are
honored to receive this award,
but in all fairness this was a
team effort that involved many
players working hard over
many years. This would not
have been possible without the
efforts of a citizens’ group, the
Coalition to Save Hempstead
Harbor, which was formed in
1986; the nine member munic-
ipalities which have collectively
invested tens of millions of dol-
lars into cleaning up and pro-
tecting the harbor; the funding
agencies like the New York
State Department of State, the
DEC and the National Fish
and Wildlife Foundation that
fund much of what we do; and
lastly the Village of Sea Cliff for
providing administrative sup-
port and a meeting space for us
to function.”

Mayor Kennedy added that
“Former Sea Clff Mayor Ted
Blackburn and then-Assembly-
man Tom DiNapoli were vi-
sionaries when they created
Long Island’s first inter-munie-
ipal watershed organization.
There can be no better proof of
their foresight than for us to
achieve the highest possible
water quality standard and
then to be recognized by the
federal government as environ-
mental leaders for the state”.

Clifton Park and Its Use

Clifton Park is the largest
park in Sea Cliff and was ac-
quired by the Village in 1915
from the Dubois family. Clifton
Park is home to the 8 World
War I Memorial Oak Trees rec-
ognizing those from Sea Cliff
who gave their lives in WWIL It
is also home to two of the Vil-
lage’s three baseball fields.

It is a park for all residents
to enjoy. In order to keep the
park beautiful the Village has
set up rules and regulations to
help maintain the park’s mag-
nificence. Those who wish to
play organized sports on the
fields must acquire a permit
from the Village which re-
guires insurance to protect the
Village should a participant or
spectator be injured. The per-
mit requires a fee to help de-
fray the cost of maintaining
the fields. This also allows the
Village to schedule various or-
ganized sports so games do not
interfere with each other or
other Village sponsored
events.

During scheduled sporting
and other events, the field may
not be used for casual recre-
ational sports. During times
when no organized sports are

taking place, the field is avail-
able for recreational use by all.
Those residents who wish to
enjoy a walk in the park with
their dogs are welcomed. How-
ever Clifton Park IS NOT A
DOG RUN. Dogs must be on
leashes at all times. If your dog
takes care of business in the
park, it is your responsibility
to clean up after your pet. In
an effort to assist you, there
are doggie bag stations located
on the perimeter of the park.

The park is surrounded on
four gides by residential homes
and is therefore off Limits after
sunset., The Department of
Public Works has placed blue
recycling pails at several loca-
tions in the park. When you
are done with your drinking
container, you should place it
in one of the recyeling pails
provided. All other trash
should be placed in the regular
garbage pails located on the
perimeter of the park. If a
garbage pail is full, please take
any trash with you when leav-
ing the park and dispose of it
properly.

Sea Cliff Sailing Club

The Village will again spon-
sor a three-week program of
sailing instruction for children
who are at least 12 years old or
going into the seventh grade.

Some volunteers are in-
volved with the program every
day while others help out two
or three days per week. Either
is acceptable as long as the vol-
unteer can commit to a set
schedule.

Memorable Sea Cliff Resident

Born in Sea Cliff in 1913,
John Burns lived his entire life
in our Village with the exception
of the years he served in WWII,

The son of one of Sea Cliffs
early police officers, John had an
active childhood during the pe-
riod just after WWI. He at-
tended Sea Cliff School,
graduating from the high school
in1931. For a time prior to mil-
itary service, John worked in the
fuel oil business and, naturally

" ambitious, was in management

before too long.

John was married to Norah
Patterson, a high school class-
mate, who provided him with
many years of a happy and lov-
ing partnership. On many ocea-
sions during John’s career in
public service, Norah was al-
ways close by to remind him of
the name of whatever individual
who happened to be approach-
ing,

After the war, John returned
to Sea Cliff and in 1947 was
elected Mayor, running under
the banner of the newly formed
Civic Progress Party. His
tenure as mayor lasted until
1952, at which time he was
elected to the New York State
Assembly. Later, John also
served locally as the Supervisor
